Campaigners say proposed site for new store ‘inappropriate’

A supermarket chain has revealed 
plans for a new store on a contro¬ 
versial site in Epsom, which resi¬ 
dents have previously labelled as 
inappropriate. 

Cut-price supermarket chain 
Aldi has lodged a planning applica¬ 
tion for six two-bedroom homes on 
top of a new store with 71 car park¬ 
ing spaces at the former Dairy 
Crest site between Alexandra Road 
and Church Road, Epsom. 

The supermarket giant has 
owned the Alexandra Road site 
since 2013 and distributed almost 
7,000 leaflets announcing plans for 
it to nearby residents last July. 


It said the majority of nearly 
1,000 responses were positive and 
the company believes the new 
store would create between 40 and 
50 jobs and enhance food choice 
and competition. 

But some residents believe the 
site is inappropriate for a super¬ 
market due to traffic concerns. 

Between November 1, 2009, and 
October 31, 2014, there were 24 
recorded accidents at junctions in 
the immediate vicinity - two of 
which were serious. 

Julie Morris, a landscaper gar¬ 
dener from nearby Mill Road, be¬ 
lieves the presence of the store 
would exacerbate traffic problems. 

She said: “I do think we need a 
shop of this size, but it is simply 
not the right place for it. 

“When you have the right 


location further down the road at 
the old Tesco site it seems to be 
ridiculous. 

“Epsom is already so congested, 
and the road network will not sup¬ 
port any kind of substantial retail 
outlet on the site.” 

Mrs Morris said she was also 
angry about the timing of the ap¬ 
plication being lodged to the coun¬ 
cil - Saturday, December 12. 

She said: “It’s a typical developer 
tactic to lodge the application at 
Christmas. 

“It’s designed to minimise local 
knowledge and objection.” 

Epsom and Ewell Borough Coun¬ 
cillor Jane Race, who represents 
College ward, was also concerned 
about the potential impact on local 
roads. 

She said: “Aldi and Surrey County 


Council need to think about traffic 
calming and safety for pedestrians 
there because there aren’t any 
pedestrian crossings there. 

“I would also urge members of 
the public to go look at the plan 
and offer their points of view.” 

An Aldi spokesman said: “We 
know that many local people are 
currently travelling out of Epsom 
to do their weekly food shop and a 
new Aldi would mean they could 
shop closer to home, saving them 
time and money. 

“The proposed site has an acces¬ 
sible edge of town centre location 
and good links to the town centre. 

“We are encouraged that so many 
local people have already shown 
support for the plans.”

A local hero provided some 
Christmas cheer to an elderly 
man suffering from demen¬ 
tia, by bringing him home to 
spend Christmas Day. 

Richard Evans, from Manor 
Park, Epsom, arranged for 
75-year-old Arthur Dougall to 
be brought to his house on 
Christmas Day after finding 
him slumped over his zim- 
mer frame in Brixton. 

Mr Dougall, who lives in 
Furndell Road, Brixton, has a 
special affinity with Epsom 
from his time working as a 
cobbler in the area. 

When Mr Evans found out 
of his love for Epsom, he was 
happy to pay for a cab on 
Christmas Day where Mr 
Dougall received presents 
and had Christmas dinner 
with his family. 

The 37 year-old who runs a 
PR company in Brixton, has 
been helping Mr Dougall ever 
since he found him in July. 

Mr Evans said: “Nobody 
was helping him and I offered 
to take him to his flat in 
Brixton. It was summer and 


announced it would invest 
“a significant amount of 
money” into preventing falls. 

A dedicated falls team has 
been established and ad¬ 
justable beds, which can be 
lowered all the way to the 
floor, have been purchased. 

Chief nurse Charlotte Hall 
said: “Minimising the risk 
of a fall is an absolutely 
vital part of the care we pro¬ 
vide for older and more

Mr Evans has gone far be¬ 
yond what would be expected 
of anyone and he admitted 
his wife was sceptical at first. 

He said: “Initially my wife 
tried to rein me in, but now 
she is fully on board. 

“I just want to encourage 
people like me to do the same. 

“If you are busy, hungover, 
stressed, skint, does not 
mean you cannot pop in and 
make an old person a cup of 
tea. 

“Looking after old people is 
- and should be seen as - a 
cool thing to do.” 


Other causes of death were 
confluent bronchopneumo¬ 
nia and hypertensive heart 
disease, a coroner heard. 

A narrative verdict was 
given, meaning fault was not 
attributed to any individual. 

The inquest was heard at 
Woking Coroners' Court on 
Tuesday, December 15.

Snake escape 

After realising their pet boa 
constrictor had escaped, an 
Epsom family were very re¬ 
lieved when firefighters res¬ 
cued him from a drain pipe. 

Sophie James, 40, from 
Wyeth’s Mews, searched her 
house after noticing her fam¬ 
ily’s 6.5 ft snake, named Alan, 
was not in his vivarium at 
about 10am. 

Ms James said: “They are 
cold-blooded animals so 
usually they go to warm 
areas, like behind the telly or 
behind the sofa.” 

But after searching high 
and low she spotted four- 
year-old Alan wedged in gut¬ 
tering along the side of her 
house, and called the fire 
service for help. 

A firefighter climbed up to 
the animal and “tentatively 
removed it” after wrapping it 
in a blanket on Tuesday, 
December 29. 

An Epsom fire station 
spokesman said: “We were 
initially concerned the ani¬ 
mal may have died, since it 
was outside all night. 

“Boa constrictors need 
to be kept at a certain 
temperature. 

“But it was moving and is 
still alive, after being given 
some TLC by its owner. 

“It seems the snake escaped 
from a top-floor window. 

“It must have been left open 
overnight and the snake 
clearly took its opportunity.”

A “tragic misunderstanding” 
led to a man dressed as the 
sugar plum fairy attack a 
young man and his boyfriend 
as they walked home from a 
Halloween party in Surbiton. 

Worcester Park man Alan 
Banks, 27, was sentenced to 
18 months in prison on 
Wednesday. 

The attack by Banks, who 
was wearing a pink tutu, 
black tights and ballet pumps 
at the time, was was initially 
said to be a homophobic at¬ 
tack, but this was heavily dis¬ 
puted by him and led to the 
homophobic element of the 
charge being dropped by the 
Crown Prosecution Service. 

A charge of actual bodily 
harm against Samuel Light, 
27, of Westville Road, 
Thames Ditton, was also 
dropped because of a lack of 
evidence. 

The attack outside KFC in 
Brighton Road, Surbiton, on 
November 1, 2014, left retail 
worker Robbie Kingsford 
with two black eyes, bruises 
to the face and severe cuts. 

The 21-year-old from 
Leatherhead and his 


boyfriend had been walking 
home when the defence said 
Banks’ friend had asked the 
pair for a cigarette. 

The court was shown CCTV 
of the attack in the distance, 
which was over quickly, but a 
man in a tutu could be seen 
running from a man lying on 
the floor. 

In a victim statement read 
out to the court by Stephen 
Apted, for the prosecution, 
Mr Kingsford said: “Whilst 
the visible injuries only last¬ 
ed a few months, the emo¬ 
tional and physical injuries 
have lasted a lot longer and 


caused me to lose the life I 
had before the attack.” 

He said he bore no ill will 
towards Banks, but wanted 
him to understand the dam¬ 
age he had caused. 

Mr Kingsford is still afraid 
of going out, especially at 
night, and lost his boyfriend, 
job and the freedoms he had 
enjoyed prior to that night, 
the court heard. 

Banks, of Kinross Avenue, 
Worcester Park, changed his 
plea to guilty to one count of 
actual bodily harm on Tues¬ 
day, December 1.

against Banks was dropped. 

Banks has had eight previ¬ 
ous convictions for 12 of¬ 
fences, including drug 
possession, and has spent 
time in prison. 

Mr Lawler told the court 
Banks had since been trying 
to turn his life around and 
provided for both his part¬ 
ner’s two-year-old and his 12- 
year-old child from a 
previous relationship. 

He said Banks was “morti¬ 
fied” at what he had done, es¬ 
pecially when it was reported 
as being a homophobic attack. 

Mr Lawler said the actions 
from both parties following 
the misunderstanding were 
understandable, but said: 
“It’s what happened after 
that that is not understand¬ 
able and inexcusable.” 

As Banks was told what his 
sentence would be, his partner 
was in tears. Mr Kingsford 
also left the court in tears 
after Banks was taken into 
custody. Banks must also pay 
a £100 victim surcharge.

A fire crew talked an Epsom 
woman through survival tips 
as she was overcome by her 
smoke-filled kitchen on New 
Year’s Eve. 

Four firefighters told the 
middle-aged woman to get to 
safety after a kitchen fire at 
her house in The Ridge, 
Epsom at about 8pm on 
Thursday, December 31. 

The woman was found up¬ 
stairs and was carried out by 
the Epsom firefighters, as 
crews from Leatherhead, 
Banstead and Painshill ar¬ 
rived. She was given oxygen 
therapy and taken to hospital, 
but has since recovered. 

A spokesman from Epsom 
fire station said: “The call 


came in at about 8pm after a 
small fire in the kitchen. The 
responder stayed on the line 
with her all the time and gave 
survival advice until crews ar¬ 
rived. It was a small fire in the 
kitchen, but she was overcome 
by the smoke. She was a very 
lucky lady.” 

In the event of a fire, the 
spokesman advises to get to 
safety as quickly as possible. 

The spokesman said: “If you 
are able to escape the house, 
you should. If you are trapped 
upstairs and the fire is down¬ 
stairs, put something along 
the bottom of the door so no 
smoke can get in. Tell the re¬ 
sponder where you are so they 
can reach you quickly.”

Fears of flood drowning 


A man was feared to have 
drowned in Leatherhead after the 
River Mole burst its banks. 

Firefighters were called to 
Emlyn Lane, Leatherhead, at 
about 8.30am on Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 4, to a possible flooding victim. 

It was believed a homeless man 
sleeping on a bench close to the 
bank might have been pulled into 
the river, but it was later discov¬ 
ered he had not slept at the site 
that night. 

A spokesman for Leatherhead 
fire station said: “We had reports 
of a person possibly being trapped 
in the flooding. The river had 
come over its banks and nearby a 
person had set up a bed on a 
bench. 


“Firefighters donned lifejackets 
and waded in, but it was just the 
bedding in the water.” 

A total of 28mm of rain fell 
across the River Mole catch¬ 
ment on Sunday, December 3, 
prompting a flood alert from the 
Environment Agency - one of 
eight across Surrey - to the 
river and its tributaries. 

The Government agency issued 
a fresh batch of alerts after Storm 
Frank wreaked havoc across 
northern England over the 
Christmas period. 

Roads nearby the River Mole 
and low-lying land in Leather¬ 
head were expected to experience 
flooding following heavy rainfall, 
according to the Environment 



Agency. Rain was forecast across 
the county this month. 

The Environment Agency alert 
for the River Mole read: “Flooding 
of nearby roads and low-lying 
land is expected. 

“We do not expect any property 
flooding from the rivers at this 
stage, surface water flooding is 
possible. 

“We will continue to monitor the 
situation and update this flood 
alert as the situation changes.”

Caravans: Families parked in West Ewell

Traveller families caused disrup¬ 
tion in West Ewell on Tuesday, 
blocking a field entrance with 
three caravans, two horseboxes 
and chicken coops as the council 
tried to move them on. 

At about 4pm, the vehicles and 
animals were parked outside 
Hogsmill field at the far end of 
Green Lanes. 

Councillor Clive Smitheram, 
who represents West Ewell, said 
the council was aware of the prob¬ 
lem and processes had been set in 
motion to remove the families. 

He also said he believed it was 


the same group of people who 
were recently moved on from a 
site near the Hook Road Arena. 

Coun Smitheram said: “We get 
the occasional incursion up in this 
part of town - and in Epsom in 
general - who hitch up and park 
wherever they feel they can. 

“I don’t know these people. I 
haven’t gone to speak with them. 

“I would go to speak with them, 
but it’s not my place. It’s in the 
hands of the legal department. 

“But rest assured they will be 
moved on as quickly as possible.” 

However, Coun Smitheram went 
on to say council workers “don’t 
have many problems” with trav¬ 
eller families. 

He said: “Some people simply 
don’t understand travellers’ ap¬ 


proach to life, their culture. 

“Some people get worried when 
they open their front door and 
they see a load of caravans and 
chickens and horses. It’s a sensi¬ 
tive and difficult area to deal with, 
but some of these folks don’t have 
anywhere else to go.” 

He pointed to the cultural and 
historical importance of Epsom to 
the traveller community, which 
occasionally holds large weddings 
and funerals in the market town. 

Clive Woodbridge, chairman of 
the Residents’ Association, said: 
“Many members of the traveller 
community make a positive con¬ 
tribution to Epsom and Ewell. 

“However, sometimes we have 
problems when people don’t abide 
by the order of the day.”

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Money runs out for road repairs

No minor highway repairs will 
be made in Epsom and Ewell bor¬ 
ough until at least April because 
the budget has run out, accord¬ 
ing to a borough and county 
councillor. 

Surrey County Council allo¬ 
cates an annual budget for each 
borough or district to use for fix¬ 
ing things like roadside railings 
and paving stones on footpaths. 

Bigger projects such as filling 
in potholes are still managed cen¬ 
trally from county hall in 
Kingston-upon-Thames. 

But Eber Kington, of the Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, has com¬ 
plained that there is no more 
money for smaller projects be¬ 
cause the council spends money 
on items such as artwork for the 
Magna Carta 800th anniversary 
celebrations, which took place 
last year. 

However, Conservative county 
Councillor John Furey said the 
council decided to re-direct £2m 
over four years away from local 
repair teams to flood prevention 
in north-east Surrey, where there 
have been flooding issues. 

Coun Kington, who sits on both 
Epsom and Ewell and Surrey 
councils, said: “People frequently 
email me to ask to fix things like 
bent-over hand railings on the 
A240 Kingston Road. I’ve had to 
tell them they’ll have to wait 
until the next financial year, 
which begins in April 2016. 

“But, for example, Surrey 
County Council spent £400,000 on 
pieces of art to celebrate the 
Magna Carta anniversary. In 
these financially tough times we 
shouldn’t be spending money on

that; we should be fixing our 
roads. Part of the problem is 
local budgets were cut by 25 per 
cent from last year to this, and 
will be cut by another 25 per cent 
until the next year.” 

The budget for borough and 
district highways committees 
was £431,367 in 2014-15, which fell 
to £373,710 this year. It set to fall 
to £286,710 in 2015-16. 

But the cabinet member for 
highways, transport and flooding 
refuted Coun Kington’s claims, 
saying the cuts had nothing to do 
with any other department, but 
rather they were the result of re¬ 
directing money towards flood 
prevention. 

Coun Kington also said no 
other borough or district report¬ 
ed running out of money. 

Conservative Councillor John 
Furey said: “I think Eber’s been a 


bit disingenuous there. The cuts 
aren’t related to spending any¬ 
where else or central Govern¬ 
ment cuts. We decided to 
re-direct £2m over four years 
away from local repair teams to 
flood prevention in north-east 
Surrey, where we’ve had flooding 
issues recently. 

“Eber knew this - he was in the 
full council meeting. He said 
nothing, so I don’t know why he’s 
complaining.” 

But Coun Furey also said the ef¬ 
fects of central Government cuts 
announced in the autumn state¬ 
ment are still being calculated by 
the county council finance team. 

He said: “The cuts are coming 
and Surrey will be hit particular¬ 
ly hard because they think only 
rich people live here. 

“The finance team is looking 
over it at the moment.”

Nonsuch Abbeyfield has a planning application in with 
Epsom and Ewell Council to build and operate an Extra Care 
community in Ewell which is to be heard on January 14. 



The project involves developing part 
of the recently closed Old Schools Lane 
playing fields as a community for older 
people whilst improving the remainder 
of the site as a community sports facility 
in partnership with Epsom Sports Club.

Care) community comprising 60 flats, 
on 22% of the land, at a cost of over 
£15 million - 

• 30 flats to be rented (24 of these 
to be offered to Council nominees 
at Affordable Rents) and 30 for sale. 

• Priority access for local residents to 
rent of buy. 

• Only available for over 65s with 
care needs. 

• 24 hour staff to provide a safe 
environment. 

• On site support staff to enable 
residents to live independently 
for longer. 

• Care available on site as needed. 

The remaining 78% of the former 
sports field will be transformed into 
a community sports hub at a cost of 
over £1 million. 

• Improved playing fields with an 
“all weather” pitch. 

• A range of sports for all ages. 

• Access for local schools. 

• Protected in perpetuity through 
being held in a trust. 


There are now over 3,700 over 65s living 
alone in Epsom and Ewell, and 22% of the 
Borough’s houses have only pensioners 
living in them. In Epsom and Ewell there is 
only one Extra Care facility like this with 
30 flats but there is a need for over 300 - 
now! 

Our proposal involves using just 0.3% of 
the Borough’s total strategic open space 
for this community and we will ensure 
that the improved sports field will be 
secured for the community in perpetuity. 

We have worked hard to overcome 
concerns that led to our earlier proposals 
being rejected in September 2014. We 
thank our many supporters and hope that 
Councillors will also support this creative 



solution, which will benefit our ageing 
population and will maintain vital sporting 
facilities for all ages.

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Wildlife charity saves fox 
shot in neck with arrow

A fox with an arrow shot 
through its neck has been 
rescued by a Leatherhead an¬ 
imal charity that now hopes 
to rehabilitate it, and re-re- 
lease it into the wild. 

The vixen was found to 
have two gaping 5cm holes ei¬ 
ther side of her scruff and 
muscle damage beneath the 
wounds after she was rescued 
on Wednesday, December 2. 

She is now on the mend and 
vets at the Wildlife Aid Foun¬ 
dation (WAF) - from Animal 
Planet’s Wildlife SOS - be¬ 
lieve that she will make a full 
recovery. 

The WAF received calls 
from residents in Dennis 
Road, Park Road and Hurst 
Lane in East Molesey, who 
were concerned for the ani¬ 
mal’s welfare. 

Simon Cowell, founder of 
the charity in Randalls Road, 
Leatherhead, led a team of 
volunteers to track down the 
wounded animal and save it 
from further harm. 

Having successfully cap¬ 
tured the fox, the foundation’s 
in-house vet tended to her in¬ 


juries and put her in a rehabil¬ 
itation pen at the centre. 

Within minutes, she was up 
on her feet and eating. 


The Wildlife Aid Founda¬ 
tion answers to about 100 in¬ 
cidents of humans being 
deliberately cruel to animals 


every year. 

A number of the incidents 
involve animals shot with 
arrows.

Staff come to aid of 
OAP after bag snatch

A distraught elderly woman 
who had her Christmas wrecked 
by a thief who stole her handbag 
was comforted by “marvellous” 
staff at an Epsom homeware 
shop. 

The daughter-in-law of the 82- 
year-old victim praised staff at 
Wilkinson in Epsom High Street 
after they calmed her mother- 
in-law down after she collapsed 
in shock. 

The victim was doing her 
Christmas shopping in Epsom 
on Monday, November 30 when 
her handbag - containing more 
than £100 in cash, her keys, 
reading glasses, address books 
and photographs of her late 
husband - was stolen. 

She first became aware of the 
theft when she went to pay for 
items in Wilkinson, and realised 
her bag was missing. 

The woman asked to remain 
anonymous and is living in fear 
of the thief trying to break into 
her home with her stolen keys. 

She has since changed her 
locks. 

Her daughter-in-law said: “She 
actually collapsed in shock. 

“She was completely dis¬ 
traught and became ill and out 


of breath, but was expertly as¬ 
sisted by the staff of Wilkinson 
who we cannot praise highly 
enough.” 

Jenny Meadows, 43, an assis¬ 
tant till superviser at the store, 
and Lee Clayton, 36, the assis¬ 
tant manager, attended to the 
stricken victim. 

They sat her down, gave her a 
drink, and offered to pay for a 
taxi home, but in her panic she 
couldn’t remember her address. 

Mrs Meadows and Mr Clayton 
tracked down her daughter-in- 
law, who then came to collect 
her. 

Mrs Meadows, who has 
worked there for 12 years, said: 
“It’s just part of the job. 

“She was really scared, so she 


grabbed on to my arm and held 
on to me. I’m glad she’s alright. 
That’s all that matters.” 

The victim’s daughter-in-law 
appealed for the thief to do the 
right thing and return the bag. 

She said: “To that evil person I 
would say: ‘You’ve already 
wrecked an old lady’s trust and 
self-confidence, not to mention 
her Christmas and she is now 
living in fear, but I doubt you 
care about that. 

“But just perhaps, you might 
show a modicum of human de¬ 
cency and leave her handbag 
and her black purse somewhere 
where it can be found.”

Know your terms 

When buying a property, there is always more to consider than initially meets the eye. In London, 
for example, it is important to establish early on whether the property is being sold as a freehold, 
with a share of the freehold or as a leasehold, writes Drew Zendra. 


Flats are generally leasehold or share 
of freehold and houses are freehold, but 
not always, so do check as it can make a 
big difference to both the value of the 
property and the costs involved after 
you've bought it. Here's what the three 
terms mean: 

FREEHOLD: If you buy the freehold you will 
own both the property and the land it 
stands on outright. This can be more 
straightforward than either of the other 
two options but it does mean you're re¬ 
sponsible for the building's maintenance 
and any associated costs. 

SHARE OF FREEHOLD: Properties sold with 
a share of the freehold (or a leasehold) are 
generally those which share the same plot: 
houses converted into flats or purpose- 
built apartments. These arrangements are 
in place because the properties share the 
same land, external walls and roof so 
someone must be responsible for main¬ 
taining them. This will fall to the freeholder 
and owning a share of the freehold, gener¬ 
ally the case with smaller blocks, splits this 
responsibility and gives a little more con¬ 
trol over the property. 


Having a share of the freehold requires 
the owners to look after the building's 
maintenance together. A managing agent is 
often hired, or an individual flat owner is 
appointed, to oversee the maintenance, 
though the former will, of course, incur 
costs. 

LEASEHOLD: Owning a leasehold 
effectively buys the right to use the 
property for a number of years on a 
lease which, when it runs out, will revert to 
the freeholder. You will usually pay an 
annual 'ground rent' to the freeholder and 
a service charge, which covers the costs of 
maintenance, buildings insurance and 
other administration. 

Leases usually start at around 90 or 125 
years, though in new properties they are 
often 999 years. The value 
of the leasehold (and 
with it the flat's 
value) will lessen 
as the number of 
years decreases. 

At a high number 
of years it will make 
little difference, but 
once the lease drops 


(and sav 
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below 90 years, every year counts. 

Leases can be extended at a 
cost, dependent on the number 
of years left, and to do this you 
must obtain permission from 
the freeholder. 

I would recommend 

seeking advice 
from your agent if 
you own or are 
planning to buy 
a property with 
a short lease as 
they can advise 
on the cost 
and associated 
value of a lease 
extension.
